CASKET FOR THE SENATE, 


GIFT OF SENATOR MRS. 
GREEN. 


\ magnificent casket of wrought Nor 
wegian copper, fashioned in the manner 
of the most elaborate Celtic art-of old, 
vill be presented by Senator Mrs. Stop- 
ford Green to the Senate of the Irish Free 
State next Wednesday. : 

The casket is the design and work of Miss 
via Cranwill, of Dublin, who already has 
, reputation as an artist im metals that has 
sone beyond the shores of this country. Miss 
Cranwill has gone back to the Ea house “ 
shrines of the sixth to the ninth centuries 


for her inspiration, but the treatment is 


modern. Her lines are freely treated curves, 
instead of the straight outlines of the older 
chrines, and the symbolic treatment,. with 
ts rich phantasy, is Miss Cranwill’s own. 


PRAISED IN MANCHESTER. 


The first impression of the admirer of the 
casket is one of rich colour. The body of 
the “house” is a brick-red copper, over 
which the pattern stands out in a pure white 
silver. Closer inspection reveals the 
ingenuity shown in the combination of 
pattern and the way in which this has been 
used to give richness and variety of surface 


- fo the metal. The architectural lines are 


taken in part from the ninth century Gallarus 
Oratory in County Kerry. When exhibited 
-ecently at the Manchester Federation of 
Arts Exhibition, the casket received the 
warm’ praise of all the connoisseurs, includ- 
ing Mr. Newland Smith. i 

The body of Norwegian copper is over- 
laid with silver, in panels ussé and 
pierced; the top panels are of filigree silver 
and gold, ornamented with four large conical 


panels in blue and vermilion, and brick] 


colour cloisonné enamel. Cones of the same 
ivpe appear on the handles and ridge. These 
oones are a feature of the casket, and are 
repeated again in the rivets.

This is intended to represent the 
donor. The crane is. the artists emblem, 
‘whose signature is at the foot. The figure 
on the left-hand sidé, balancing the crane, 
symbolises the recipients. 

On the back panel a triad of body, mind 
and estate occupies the centre. At the foot 
of these on the left-hand side is a fantastic 
beast representing the present age, where one 
preyS on another. Corresponding to this, on 
the right-hand side, is a head and shoulders 
of a winged figure, with a flaming halo, 
representing the age of hope. The three- 
legged Swastika of Manannán. appears over 
each: turning from the east the Swastika 
means construction, in the opposite direction 
ii represents the forces of destruction. 
Piasts, a pucan, and a king-cat above, repre- 


sent the fairy world.
